God of the Valleys, Too 


No valley in the life of any Christian 
is 80 low that God’s love and power can- 
not reach him. It is a favorite trick of 
Satan to make us think that there are 
such valleys, but it is only one of his 
stock of lies. A servant once said to the 


Syrian king Ben-hadad concerning Is- 
rael, “Their gods are gods of the hills; 
therefore they were stronger than we; 
but let us fight against them in the 
plain, and surely we shall be stronger 
than they” (1 Kings 20:23). Now Ahab, 
notoriously wicked, was king of Israel; 
but God, for His own honor and the love 
of His people, sent this message to him: 
“Thus saith the Lord, Because the Sy- 
rians have said, The Lord is God of the 
hills, but he is not God of the valleys, 
therefore will I deliver all this great 
multitude into thine hand, and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord.” And though 
“the children of Israel pitched before 
them like two little flocks of kids; but 
the Syrians filled the country,” yet Is- 
rael, through God, gained an over- 
-whelming victory. There is abundant 
evidence today that the saints are being 
hotly pursued by their “adversary the 
devil, as a roaring lion . . . seeking whom 
he may devour.” In two recent letters 
from faithful Christian workers, widely 
known and with much experience, were 
these sentences: “The past few weeks 
have been heavy with pressures, prob- 
lems, and painful experiences, until 
there has hardly been time to eat for the 
good of one’s health”; and, “These are 
days of many difficulties for the Lord’s 
children, but we KNOW that the Lord 
is always greater than our need.” The 
writer also knows of three faithful 
Christian men and one board who are

all involved in lawsuits—involuntarily, 
and for different reasons which the 
world would call misfortunes. There is 
scarcely a family or Christian organiza- 
tion into which trouble has not come in 
some unexpected and seemingly strange 
way. And some of the most painful 
forms are those which cannot be talked 
about beyond a small circle of friends. 
But our Heavenly Father is still the God 
of every one of these dark valleys, and 
His pitying eye can see and His strong 
arm can reach into the dankest, coldest, 
and loneliest cave in the darkest valley. 
“The valley of the shadow of death” of 
the beloved Twenty-third Psalm does 
not represent death exclusively, but 
means also the hard places of this life 
out of which we come still alive. And 
in them all we can say, “I will fear no 
evil: for thou art with me; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me.” Whatever 
has made the valley—shortage of funds, 
pain and sickness, disagreement and 
misunderstanding between friends, the 
death of a loved one—we may say with 
confidence not only that God is there, 
but that He will be to us, as we trust 
Him, the Lord, the Master of that very 
valley, and there will teach us | 

that we could learn nowhere else. “For 
he hath said, I will never leave thee, nor 
forsake thee. So that we may boldly 
say, The Lord is my helper, and I will 
not fear what man shall do unto me” 
(Heb. 13:5, 6). 
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V. How To Show an Interest in Others 


In the series, “Ourselves and Others,” by H. Clay Trumbull 


ORDER to show an interest in 
others, it is essential, first, to have 
an interest in others. And if, in- 

deed, one has an interest in another so 
real, so deep, and so pervading, as to 
control his feelings and thoughts and 
purposes with reference to that other, 
the showing of his interest will be easy 
enough. There is no need, in such a 
case, of any study of methods by which

to make the prevailing interest mani- 
fest. But it is when one’s interest in 
another is a recognized duty, rather 
than a spontaneous impulse, that the 
question becomes a serious one: How 
can an enforced interest in another be 
both cultivated and expressed? And, 
as a matter of fact, there are few ques- 
tions in the realm of practical ‘Christian 
conduct that are of wider reach and of 
more general application than just this 
question. 

It may be that we ought to have an 
interest in another because he is newly 
our next-door neighbor, or because he 
shares our pew in church, or because he 
sits next us at a dinner table, or because 
we have some business relations with 
him, or because he is closely linked with 
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someone who is dear to us, or because 
he has some peculiar need to which we 
should minister, or because he is brought 
under our charge in a Sunday school 
class, or in a district we are canvassing 
for some good cause. It may be that 
our interest in another is a duty simply 


because he is a fellow mortal—one for , 


whom our Saviour died, one who is 
commended to our loving attention by 
that Saviour, and one to whom we ought 
to exhibit illustratively that Saviour’s 
surpassing love. é 

All this may make the duty of an 
interest pl&in, but it does not make plain 
the method by which we can cultivate 
and exhibit the interest that is our duty. 
And just here it is that many a person 
feels a peculiar lack in the power to 
have and to show an interest in one 
with whom there seems little or nothing 
in common as a bond of sympathy. Yet, 
as a matter of fact, a larger share of all 
the loving interest in others that is 
shown by those who are counted ex- 
ceptionally capable of an easy familiar- 
ity with all whom they meet is the re- 
sult of special effort on their part in the 
line of a peculiar training; and their 
methods of work in this line are worthy 
of careful noting. Indeed, it is those 
persons who found it hardest by nature 
to show an interest in others generally, 
who, as a rule, are most successful in 
such an interest-showing. 

Of course, if there are any obvious 
points of similarity in circumstances, or 
in former experiences, between our- 
selves and one in whom we are newly 
called to show an interest, those points 
are to be first made available as a means 
of coming into a measure of sympathy 
with that person; for it is at points of 
agreement, rather than of difference, 
that/ fellowship between any two per- 
sons must have its start. If the new- 
comer is from a region of country where 
we formerly lived, or is a fellow alum- 
nus with us of a well-known institution 
of learning, or was in a line of business 
in which we were once engaged, or is at 
present in an occupation like our own, 
or is in peculiar relations to one to 
whom we are attached, or is known to 
be interested in outside pursuits that 
have a charm to us—in such a case the 
bond of sympathy is already found. All 
that then is necessary is for us to recog- 
nize that bond, and diligently to pursue 
the acquaintance accordingly. But it is 
when the other person is wholly unlike 
ourselves, perhaps of the opposite sex, 
and of a widely different sphere of life, 
with no tastes or pursuits in common 
with us, and with habits of thought and 
objects of desire as far removed from 
our own as possible—then it is that the 
question has peculiar force, How can I 
feel and show the interest here that I 
ought to have, and which I want to 
show? : 

Ordinarily, we look within for a sug- 
gestion of wise means of an exhibit of 
kindly sympathy. We naturally ask 


ourselves how we should feel if we were 


situated like the one to whom our atten- 
tion is now called, for this show of per- 
sonal interest; and we are inclined to do 
as we would be done by. But there is a 
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limit to the power to be attained in of the whole world” (1 John 2:2). It is 


this way. To be guided by our own 
sense of need in every exhibit of sym- 
pathetic interest in others would, in 
many an instance, lead us astray. 

Here it is that there comes the neces- 
sity of studying those in whom we ought 
to have and to show an interest, instead 
of expecting to find out their needs by 
studying our own thoughts and feelings, 
in an imagined correspondence of posi- 
tion with theirs. Not what we should 
like and should want, but what they 
like and want is the real measure of 
their present need; and that is to be 
learned by a study of them as they are, 
not by a study of ourselves as we are. 
And many, very many, make the mis- 
take of their lives, as loving-hearted 
well-doers, just here. 

A group of mission school teachers 
were counseling together with the saga- 
cious and warm-hearted city missionary 
in charge of their field, over the methods 
of household visiting among the families 
of their scholars. “I’m ready enough to 
visit,” said a young lady teacher; “but 
when I get into one of those tenement- 
house homes, I don’t know what to talk 
about, to begin with.” “Why, talk about 
the best way of boiling cabbage!” was 
the abrupt and pithy response of the 
dear old city missionary; and the whole 
philosophy of this matter of*having and 
showing an interest in others was in 
that reply. The last thing in the world 
that that young lady would naturally 
have thought of for a subject of conver- 
sation was the best thing in the world 
for her to open a conversation with, in 
one of those mission homes to which 
she was going as if to another universe 
than her own. Boiled cabbage was a 
staple article of food in .those homes. 
She knew nothing about it in her home. 
If she spoke of almost anything in which 
she already had a personal interest, she 
would be speaking as in an unknown 
tongue to them. But if she spoke of that 
in which they of those homes already

The blood of the Lord Jesus Christ 

shed on the cross was sufficient to atone 
for the sins of the whole world. “And 
he is the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for our’s only, but also for the sins 


also written: “And whosoever will, let 
him take the water of life freely” (Rey. 
22:17); “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life” (John 
3:16). 

It is also true that God elected some 
to be saved and that therefore election 
applies to salvation as well as to service, 
“All that the Father giveth me shal] 
come to me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out”; “No man 
can come to me, except the Father 
which hath sent me draw him: and I 

- will raise him up at the last day” (John 


6:37, 44). “And as many as were or- 
dained to eternal life believed” (Acts 
13:48). -“. . . he hath chosen us in him 


before the foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and without blame 
before him in love: having predesti- 
nated us unto the adoption of children 
by Jesus Christ to himself, according to 
the good pleasure of his will” (Eph. 1: 
4, 5). Paul wrote to the church at 
Thessalonica, “Knowing, brethren be- 
loved, your election of God” (1 Thess, 
1:4). Peter began his first Letter by 
addressing those who were “elect ac- 
cording to the foreknowledge of God the 
Father, through sanctification of the 
Spirit, unto obedience and sprinkling of 
the blood of Jesus Christ” (1 Pet. 1:2)— 
note that here election and sanctifica- 
tion are mentioned before cleansing by 
the blood, the sanctification referring 
to the setting apart by the Spirit. To 
the Ephesians Paul wrote, “In whom 
also we have obtained an inheritance, 
being predestinated according to the 
purpose of him who worketh all things 
after the counsel of his own will” (Eph. 
1:11). 

Predestination also refers to our be- 
ing conformed by the power of the 
Word and the Holy Spirit to the image 
of Christ: “For whom he did foreknow, 
he also did predestinate to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, that he 
might be the firstborn among many 
brethren” (Rom. 8:29). 

Predestination is a mystery, but we 
must accept it by faith, since it is taught 
in the Bible, as we accept many other 
things, even though we do not under- 
stand them. “The secret things belong 
unto the Lord our God: but those things 
which are revealed belong unto us and 
to our children for ever, that we may 
do all the words of this law” (Deut. 29: 
29). Before men are saved, we do not 
know who are predestinated unto salva- 
tion, and therefore we have a right and 
duty to spread the Good News, telling 
any and every man that if he will be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ as his 
Saviour he will be saved. 

Difficulties over predestination come 
from human reasoning, not from the 
Scripture. It is best not to try to rea 
son it all out in our own minds, but 
simply to believe it and leave the mys 
tery in God’s keeping. Let us remem 
ber Abraham’s question, “Shall not the 
Judge of all the earth do right?” (Gen. 
18:25.) To which the obvious answer 5 
“Certainly He will.” 
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Giant of Faith 


The hand of God in the life and work of R. G. LeTourneau 


UNE 7, 1944 . . . D-Day plus one. 

The first Allied fighter plane to 

land in Normandy after the inva- 
sion was swooping down to the lone 
runway—an airstrip that had been com- 
pleted only minutes before the ship 
zoomed out of the skies. The fighter 
rolled to a stop. Beside the sleek craft, 
dwarfing it in its immensity, stood a 
huge earth-moving machine, identified 
by one word . . . LeTourneau. In spite 
of its bulk it had got there first; its ef- 
forts had prepared the ground for the 
arrival of the airman.

As much as any other name in manu- 
facturing, LeTourneau is tied to the cre- 
ation and production of a great deal of 
the world’s most massive equipment for 
industry and transportation. 

On the other hand, he heads the huge 
LeTourneau Foundation. Created as “a 
not-for-profit corporation whose income 
and capital can be used only for the 
cause of Christ,” the Foundation now 
has assets in excess of $12,000,000. It is 


-the twelfth largest trust in the United 


States, and probably the largest reli- 
gious foundation in the world. 


His Inventive Imagination 

Few youngsters have ever been cast 
in the mold of self-will as was Le- 
Tourneau. As a baby he objected to 
everything; he deliberately pulled his 
toys to pieces “to see how they work,” 
and he was continually begging for 
something to do. With all his drive, 
however—or maybe because of it—he 
did not take kindly to school. The ed- 
ucational pundits of the world have not 
yet learned how to adjust their. rigid 
curriculums to children who feel more 
at home with a hammer and chisel, or 
a canvas and brush. So the bundle of 
energy that bore the name of Robert 
Gilmour LeTourneau became an aca- 
demic misfit. At fourteen he announced 
that he wanted to leave school, and nei- 
ther his parents nor his teachers could 
find a good reason to refuse his request. 

He was born on a farm in the Green 
Mountains of Vermont. His story is 
typical of bootstrap success in the re- 
vered American tradition. From a‘tiny 
one-man garage operation begun in 1919 
in Stockton, Calif., his inventive imag- 
ination has pyramided his initial effort 
into the multimillion dollar manufactur- 
ing business of R. G. LeTourneau, Inc. 

Now, a vigorous 68, LeTourneau has 
more patents to his name than any 
other man in the field. Internationally 
known as a Christian layman, he has 
become® recognized as “God’s Business- 
Man”—a man who has built a fabulous

career with a slide rule in one hand and 
a Bible in the other. 

Religion itself did not come easily’ to 
LeTourneau. As a youth he manifested 
no open rejection of God;.he knelt at 
the family altar with the rest of the 
family, and made his way to church 
each Sunday. There were even mo- 
ments when he showed signs of spiritual 
concern; but these were will-o’-the-wisp 
intervals and produced no permanent 
results. 

Instead, there was a noticeable drift 
toward an irresponsible way of life. He 
formed dangerous companionships and 
his family grew concerned. 

They were living in Portland, Oreg., 
at the time. A series of revival meet- 
ings was announced, and Robert at- 
tended with his family. On the sixth 
night the lad joined the church, but still 
he failed to find the satisfaction he 


sought. And then, late one night, he 
entered into a session of agonized 
prayer. When he had finished, his mind 


was at peace—the lion was turned into 
a lamb. 


R. G. LeTourneau

For sixteen years LeTourneau oper- 
ated his plant at Stockton—learning, ex- 
perimenting, and prospering. In 1936 he 


, decided to move his headquarters to 


Peoria, Il. Two years later, still ex- 
panding, he broke ground for another 
new site at Toccoa, Ga. There was a 
great dedication ceremony followed by 
a mammoth barbecue. R. G. climaxed 
the opening with the most remarkable 
event of its kind ever known. Night 
after night he held revival meetings; 
hundreds came forward and accepted 
Christ. 

When World War II began, LeTour- 
neau opened still another plant at 
Vicksburg, Miss., followed by his final 
venture at Longview, Tex. } 

The war service record of LeTourneau 
equipment is truly amazing. There was 
scarcely a battle area where it did not 
lend a hand, or a strategic point where 
it did not make some essential contribu- 
tion. Altogether, the giant factories 
turned out 120,000 units of war equip- 
ment—Landing Craft Retrievers, Tow 
units, heavy aircraft Crash Pushers and 
Cranes. On Munda, New Georgia, Solo- 
mon Islands; in North Africa, in the 
Aleutians, and on a hundred other bat- 
tle fronts, the panzer units of Tourna- 
pulls and ‘dozers carved out roads to 
keep open the supply lines. 

When it was all over, the firm’s plants 
had built more than 70 per cent of all 
the earth-moving equipment used by 
the U. S. armed services. 

The LéeTourneau industrial empire en- 
tered a period of transition in 1953. The 
firm sold its world-famed line of 
Tournahoppers, Tournadozers, and other 
earth-moving items to Westinghouse, 
Inc., for $31,000,000. In the agreement, 
it promised to stay out of the earth- 
moving equipment field for five years. 

But R. G. didn’t take a vacation. 
While waiting for the expiration of his 
self-imposed exile, he has devoted this 
time to expanding his spiritual endeav- 
ors and revolutionizing his far-flung in- 
dustrial system. 


He Builds a Conference Center 

Endowed with an aesthetic touch, he 
dammed up a stream at Toccoa and 
created a beautiful lake. On its shore 
he built the unique and artistic Lake 
Louise Hotel. Constructed in the shape 
of a star, it has a large circular audito- 
rium in its center, with a seating capac- 
ity of 1,700. Seven wings radiate out 
from this focal point; one functions as a 
dining hall, the.rest provide sleeping ac- 
commodations. The structure is used 
by groups throughout the East as a 
conference center for evangelical meet- 
ings. 

Continually on the go, LeTourneau, 
usually accompanied by his wife, travels 
200,000 miles a year, combining com- 
pany activities with “God’s business.” 
Every week he fills a number of speak- 
ing engagements, usually in widely scat-

tered sections of the country. He travels 
in his own private plane. 

But overshadowing even this energy- 
consuming program have been two vast 
projects he has initiated in Africa and 
South America. 

They combine big business with 
Christian missionary endeavor. Le- 
Tourneau has probably given more to 
Christianity financially than any but a 
handful of individuals in almost two 
thousand years. Yet these two equa- 
torial ventures may prove to be his big- 
gest gesture yet. 

On 500,000 acres in Liberia and on 
1,000,000 acres in Peru he is building 
schools, hospitals, roads, _factories—in 
short, whole towns. And he is carving 
out farm lands where only yesterday 
jungles flourished. 

The Peruvian Government deeded 
him the land in exchange for a 40-mile 
road he is building. He has an 80-year 
lease on the land in Liberia—with a 
stipulation that it be developed in 30 
years. LeTourneau is confident this 
can be done. 

“One man with a tractor can do as 
much in five minutes as six men used 
to accomplish in a day,” he emphasizes. 
“Using heavy equipment is the only 
way we could possibly do this job. 

“And how better can you tell a native 
about Jesus Christ than to climb off a 
tractor you’ve been driving and point 
out to a fellow workman that he needs 
God in his life?” 

Since his deal with Westinghouse, Le- 
Tourneau has been specializing in the 
building of heavy equipment for a num- 
ber of underdeveloped fields: off-road 
freight hauling, heavy log handling, 
large-scale land clearing, and huge oil 
drilling equipment. Such behemoths as 


Tree Crushers, Rolling Tree Saws, Elec- 
tric Log Stackers, Off-road Transporters 
and Jackknife Cranes roll off his pro- 
duction lines. 





He has built the world’s largest ve- 
hicle on rubber tires. Called the Le- 
Tourneau Sno-Freighter, it is doing yeo- 
man work in the Arctic. Its job: de- 
livering fuel and other strategic supplies 
to radar stations strung out across 
northern Alaska. It is 274 feet long—- 
almost the length of a football field— 
and the secret of its immense power is 
an independent electric motor tucked 
into each wheel to furnish locomotion. 

This man with the big grin has en- 
gineered two other science-fictionlike 
creations since removing himself from 
the earth-moving equipment field. The 
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most spectacular of these are the two 
huge Semispheres erected on the 
grounds of the Longview plant. The 
other eye-opener is the audaciously en- 
gineered, portable, offshore drilling “Is- 
land” in the Gulf of Mexico. 

The Semispheres—dome-shaped struc- 
tures of frameless aluminum, each 94 
feet high and covering 70,685 square feet 
—resemble two teacups turned upside 
down. They are free of any inside 
framework, and, after being assembled 
on the ground, are hoisted up a center 
pole like a circus tent. Then the pole 
is removed. 

They are adaptable for use as hangars, 
bulk storage, warehousing, and manu- 
facturing. Even local football and base- 
ball teams have worked out inside them 
during bad weather. 

An unwavering Christian, LeTourneau 
has contributed more than 90 per cent 
of his worldly goods, including more 
than half of his company’s outstanding 
stock to his Foundation. 

A friend once asked him, “Is it a fact 
you give 90 cents out of every dollar 
you earn to the Lord?” 

“No,” replied LeTourneau. And then 
he explained, “It’s ALL the Lord’s, I 
just keep out a dime.” 

To people who express amazement at 
the amount of money he gives to Chris- 
tian work, Mr. LeTourneau has a phil- 
osophic reply which neatly sums up his 
way of life: “I shovel in, and the Lord 
shovels out, only He uses a bigger 
shovel.”

A Mission to Mexican and 


American Indians 


Spreading the Gospel in Indian tongues, Spanish, and English 


OME twelve years ago, Mr. A. W. 
Hockenhull of Clovis, N. Mex., a 
former governor, conceived the idea of 
promoting missionary work in. Mexico. 
He has spent thousands of dollars in 
paying the salaries of native workers 
who give the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to the Mexican people. We have 
formed an interdenominational organi- 
zation, the Southern Arizona Mission, 
Inc., with headquarters at 2120 N. Mar- 
garet St., Tucson, Ariz., and our workers 
have been singularly blessed and used 
to bring Christ into the hearts and 
homes of many of the Mexican people. 
We have eight native missionaries 
working in the State of Sonora, giving 
the Gospel to the Mexican and Indian 
people. At Santa Ana, sixty-five miles 
south of our border, Sefior Hidalgo and 
his wife are doing an excellent work, 
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and every month they report converts 
and baptisms. The attendance at the 
mission has increased so that now it 
runs from sixty to one-hundred. He is 
also teaching a Bible class in Magdalena 
in a home. Sefiora Hidalgo is especially 
good with children. The famous San 
Francisco shrine, where thousands go 
every year to worship, is at Magdalena, 
and Father Kino, the noted priest, is 
buried there. 

We have started a new work in Ben- 
jamin Hill with Sefior Jose Castro in 
charge. At this place there is a junc- 
tion of the railroad and bus lines and 
many people pass through, so the op- 
portunity for giving out the Gospel is 
great.

Camou have started a mission in a neW 
part of the city, and have bought a lot 
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for the erection of a building. Senor 
Camou is a businessman and we are co- 
operating with them in their work. 
Hermosillo is the capital of the state 
and the most important city. 

At Cd. Obregon we have two mission- 
aries, Jose Palacios and Agapito Portillo, 
who are doing a fine work in giving out 
the Gospel in this fast-growing, thriv- 
ing city. 

In Navojoa, we have three mission- 
aries who are reaching out to the sur- 
rounding country. Senor Moroyoqui, a 
Mayo Indian, is working among his 
tribe of 30,000 people, and we have a 
fine work in Huatabampo where Senor 
Valdez is in charge. 

Money is needed for building churches 
and missions and for paying the salaries 
of more missionaries. We would like 
to place a native missionary among the 
20,000 Yaqui Indians and open up other 
fields. At Santa Ana and Benjamin 
Hill, we have mission buildings about 
half completed, and money is needed to 
finish them. In Obregon and Navojoa, 
we would like to put up mission build- 
ings for our workers. These cities are 
located in the most productive section 
of Mexico and they enjoy a fine climate. 
They are growing fast and great im- 
provements are taking place in them. 

We are also doing missionary work 
among the Indians and migrant farm 
workers here in Southern Arizona, and 


Giving in the Spirit 
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many of these peopie have come to 
know the Lord as Saviour. A Yaqui 
Indian woman was led to the Lord sev- 
eral years ago in a cottonfield, and now 
her large family have'all put their trust 
in Christ as Saviour. In her village, a 
goodly number of others have become 
Christians through our efforts and the 
testimony of this sister. 

For a number of years we have done 
missionary work among the Papago, 
Pima, Apache, and Yaqui Indians on the 
reservations and farms where they live. 
We have seen a change come over these 
people and many of them have come to 
know Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
Among them have been drunkards and 
hardened sinners who are now giving 
out His message to the lost. 

We have a public address system over 
which we conduct services in the open. 
In addition to our own personal mes- 
Sages, we use records in three different 
Indian languages and in English and 
Spanish. It means much for these peo- 
ple to hear the Gospel in their native 
tongues and to learn the plan of salva- 
tion. 

Thousands of tracts and Gospels, and 
hundreds of New Testaments and Bibles 
have been placed in the hands of indi- 
viduals as we have gone over Southern 
Arizona and into Mexico with our mis- 
sionary work.

What it is, and what are its blessings 


-* THE annual meetings of our Mis- 
sion one year it seemed a bit 
strange that the Bible teacher from the 
States had so much to say to us on the 
subject of giving. Why speak to mis- 
Sionaries about giving? Did he not 
realize that we all live on modest sal- 
aries and that we all tithe? But it was 
evident that our speaker, Dr. J. Allen 
Blair, had been led of God, and, as a 
result, some of us feel as though we 
have begun to learn a very small part 
of what it means to give in the Spirit. 

Before going any further, I would like 
to make clear that this little article is 
in no way an attack on the good custom 
of tithing. In my Christian experience 
I have yet to find one person who tithes 
who has not found it to be a blessing. 
And it is fine training for our children 
if, from the first day they receive an 
allowance, they learn to set apart delib- 
erately a tenth as the Lord’s part. 
Tithing is an excellent first step in the 
beautiful art of giving to the Lord. But 
there are other steps, ever so- much 
higher and more blessed than just sim- 
ple tithing. 

What does it mean to give in the 
Spirit? It would seem as though the 
heart of giving in the Spirit is, first, the 
definite act of putting all that one has 
into the Lord’s hands (“all that we have 
is Thine”); and, second, a definite seek-

ing of His will with regard to its use. 
All our giving should be saturated with 
prayer and, if it is, there is simply 
limitless blessing both for the giver and 
for the receiver, and our giving be- 
comes a spiritual service to the Lord. 

There are many lovely incidents of 
the unexpected and wonderful things 
that come in the matter of giving and 
receiving when these have been covered 
with prayer. There are those definite 
promptings of the Spirit to give here 
and there,. and there is also an inex- 
plicable joy. 

One missionary felt almost overcome 
with the great material need among the 
national believers and also with their 
dearth of Christian literature. Over and 
over again in her visitation it seemed as 
though the Lord whispered to her, “Go 
ahead and give, and I will supply.” Her 
funds became almost like the oil in the 
vessels of the widow that Elisha helped 
—they seemed inexhaustible. 

But the secret of that series of super- 
natural giving and receiving lay in 
prayer. Peter was able to walk on the 
water, but first he had to know for 
certain that it was a_call from the Lord. 
“If it be Thov, bid me come” gives us 
the secret. In our giving, we should 
hear His voice first, and then as we 
obey, we will see the many evidences 
of His gracious working. 
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In our Christian walk there are pit- 
falls at every turn, and there is one in 
the matter of giving. Let us do our 
giving as unto the Lord, and let our 
fellow Christians do their giving as unto 
the Lord. There seems to be a queer 
streak in most of us—we want all other 
Christians to do exactly what the Lord 
is asking us to do. The Lord has a lot 
of Peters who are continually asking 
“What shall this man do?” (John 21:21), 
and the Lord says to each of us, “What 
is that to thee? follow thou me.” It-is 
really none of our concern how the 
Lord is leading others in their giving 
and spending, and we should know from 
our own experience that sometimes He 
asks us to deny ourselves, and at other 
times He showers us, not only with 
spiritual blessings, but also with mate- 
rial blessings. He can do with His own 
as He pleases. 

There are two problems in the Chris- 
tian life that are to a great extent 
solved when we learn to give in the 
Spirit. One is that the ugly demon of 
greed seems to flee when he hears us 
tell the Lord that all that we have is 
His. 

One of the many blessings of middle 
age is what we learn when helping our 
children with their difficult high school 
courses. Recently our oldest daughter 
was taking a Spanish course that re- 
quired the reading of a novel every 
six weeks, with an examination on it 
in Spanish. I have been reading the 
same novels with her, not only to be 
able to help her, but also to improve 
my. Spanish. In one of the novels, 
“Marianela,” by Perez, there is a search- 
ing passage on the greed that can chdr- 
acterize the poor. As we saw the ava- 
rice that consumed the poverty-stricken, 
foster mother of Marianela, and read the 
author’s penetrating observations, it re- 
minded us of something we already 
knew from personal experience—that 
poor people, even poor pastors and mis- 
sionaries and Christian workers, can be 
far more interested in money than the 
Lord ever meant for us to be. The per- 
fect antidote for greed, even the greed 
of the poor, is giving in the Spirit. 

A second problem that is solved by 
the grace of giving is the problem the 
wealthy have in the rearing of their 
children. If it is difficult for a rich man 
to enter the kingdom of Heaven, it is 
frightfully difficult for a rich man’s 
child to do so. Possibly there are few 
things that complicate child-rearing 
more than an overabundance of money. 
But the children of the well-to-do who 
do love and serve the Lord are nearly 
always children of great and generous 
givers. If we do not want our money 
to taint the souls of our children, we 
had better place the larger part of it 
where moth and rust do not corrupt! 

How wonderfully kind and good is 
the Lord that He lets us give to Him, 
that He who provided our salvation also 
provides this joyous means of grace. 
May we not only learn to walk in the 
Spirit, to live in the Spirit, to be filled 
with the Spirit, to pray in the Spirit, 
but also to give in the Spirit.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. J. Woodbridge, Ph.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 


T's basic unit of society is the fam- 
ily. If social justice is to prevail 
out in the world it must first be 
taught in the home. The material in 
this lesson is vital in a day of shattered 
homes, sundered ties, and broken hearts. 
Estranged parents and confused children 
should sit at the feet of Paul and learn 
from him. 

The general principle underlying the 
discussion is clear. Relationships be- 
tween husbands and wives and between 
parents and children will be wholesome, 
happy, and enduring only if Christ is 
central in the home. 

The paganism of Paul’s day advocated 
cringing subservience of wife to hus- 
band and of child to parent. Woman 
was often regarded as the chattel or toy 
of man. Children were loved but un- 
duly repressed. 

The reception of Christ as Saviour 
freed men, women, and children from 
the guilt, condemnation, and penalty of 
sin. But it did not emancipate them 
from all social restraint. The Gospel 
replaces the. slavery concept with that 
of Scriptural subordination. This prin- 
ciple must be understood and carried 
out in the home. 

Paul clarifies it in 1 Corinthians 11:3. 
This is the divine order: God the Father, 
Jesus Christ (as to His humanity), the 
man, the woman. The outworkings of 
this order in actual family life are given 
in our lesson. ’ . 

The very fact that the New Testament 
writers instruct women and children as 
to their conduct is arresting (cf. Col.

3:18; 1 Tim. 2:9-15; Titus 2:3-5; 1 Pet. 
3: 1-6). P 

The beautiful picture of Christ and 
His Church as the bridegroom and 
bride is doctrinally revealing and at 
the same time regulative of family ties. 
Observe the words “as” and “so” (Eph. 
5: 22-25, ‘28, 29, 33); they make the par- 
allelism clear and relevant. 

The parent question is settled first, 
then the child problem. This order is 
important. Juvenile delinquency must 
be solved first at the parental level. If 


| husband and wife observe the divinely 


prescribed and Heaven-blessed order, 
their children will far more easily fall 
into line. 


Verse by Verse 

Eph. 5:21—‘“Submitting yourselves 
one to another in the fear of God.” “To 
submit” is hupotassein, neatly translated 
“subordinate.” This verse is a statement 
of general principle. Familial details 
follow. Due reverence for God under- 
lies the Christian social structure. 


Verse 22.—“Wives, submit ... as 
unto the Lord.” Bear in mind the di- 
vine order. The relation is predicated 
upon the fact that both mates are true 
believers. 

Verse 23.—“The husband is the head 
of the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church .. . saviour of the body.” 
There it is, plainly stated. The hus- 
band is indeed head of the household; 
but his headship is described, limited, 
and glorified by the comparison with 


Christ. The “body” here is the true 
Church. 

Verse 24—“As the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives...” Hupo- 


tassetai is the verb again. The sub- 





ordination of the Church is not abject, 
unreasoning, tyrannically enforced, but 
loving, purposeful, voluntary. 


Verse 25.—“Husbands, love your wives, 


even as Christ ... loved... and 
gave himself ...” Marital ties are mu- 
tual and reciprocal. The husband’s love 
is not thoughtless and arbitrary, but 
self-sacrificial and, devoted. The follow- 
ing verses indicate the depth of the 
Saviour’s love and challenge the hus- 
band to emulation at the human level. 
The Lord Jesus “gave himself” for sin 
on the cross. 


Verse 26.—“. . . sanctify and cleanse 


. washing of water by the word.” | 


This is the present sanctifying work of 
Christ.- The original states, “having 
cleansed it by the laver of water in the 
word.” The primary reference is doubt- 
less to the regenerative, cleansing act 
wrought in salvation by the Holy Spirit 
through the Word of God. Water bap- 
tism and the use of the verbal baptismal 
formula—the outward evidence of in- 


ward faith—may be a_ secondary 
thought. 
Verse 27—“. . . present it to him- 


self a glorious church, not having spot, 
or wrinkle ... holy and without blem- 
ish.” This is future glorification at 
Christ’s return. “Spot” is a stain. on 
purity; “wrinkle” is a defect in beauty. 
The Lord Jesus is here seen both as 
paranymph, or “friend of the bride- 
groom,” who presents the bride and as 
heavenly bridegroom who receives His 
bride, the Church (cf. John 3:29; 2 Cor. 
11:2). 

Verse 28—“So ought men to love 
their wives as their own bodies .. .” 
Here the thought moves to the level of 
unity and identification. Husband and 
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wife, one in Christ as believers, are for- 
ever joined together as one flesh. 


Verse 29.—“No man .. . hated his own 
flesh . . . nourisheth and cherisheth it 
_.. as the Lord the church.” Loving 
unity manifests its reality and strength 
by nourishing (“nurture,” as in 6:4) and 
cherishing (lit., “keeping warm,” sustain- 
ing, supporting, providing for, comfort- 
ing). Christ is deeply concerned about 
His Church. So must the husband be 
for his wife. 


Verse 30.—‘We are members of his 
body ...” The closeness and indissolu- 
ble nature of the believer’s unity with 
the Lord is here stressed. Elsewhere 
Paul dwells at length on the strong and 
tender ties that bind the members to 
one another and to Christ their head. 
See, for example, 1 Corinthians 12: 12-27. 

Verse 31.—“. . . shall a man leave his 
father . . . be joined unto his wife ... one 
flesh.” The nuptial tie transcends the 
parental. Conjugal identification is ab- 
solute (cf. Matt. 19:4-6). This verse en- 
courages the saint: his Saviour is in- 
finitely close to him. It challenges the 
married couple to completeness of spir- 
itual and temporal union. 


Eph. 6:1.—“Children, obey your par- 
ents in the Lord...” “Obey” is hupa- 
kouete—not mere subordination, but an 
unquestioning obedience. Parents “in 
the Lord,” i.e., in fellowship with Christ 
through salvation and a holy walk, are 
worthy of their children’s unreserved 
obedience. Paul uses the expression “in 
the Lord” 21 times in his prison epistles 
alone. 


Verse 2.—“Honour thy father and 
mother . . first commandment with 
promise.” (See Exod. 20:12.) Actually 
this is the only one of the Ten Com- 
mandments with a specific promise at- 
tached. Paul bolsters his argument re- 
garding obedience by an appeal to the 
Old Testament Scriptures which he re- 
gards as authoritative. 


Verse 3.—“. . . it may be well with 
thee . . . thou mayest live long on the 
earth.” This is the appended promise. 
Honor for godly parents brings visible 
Tfewards. The implied logic is: to ren- 
der the respect of obedience to saintly 
parents is to follow the pathway of vir- 
tue they prescribe and thus to merit 
and receive temporal blessing. 


Verse 4—“. . . fathers, provoke not 
_.. bring them up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord.” Parents are 
not.excessively to nag their children or 
to make unwarranted demands upon 
their loyalty. The parent-child relation- 
ship is bilateral—always related to the 
Lord. Far from exasperating their chil- 
dren, fathers are to “nurture” (teach by 
discipline) and admonish (teach by in- 
struction) them. 


1 Tim. 5:8.—“If any provide not for 
his own . . . those of his own house... 
denied the faith . . . worse than an in- 
fidel.” The mystical union of Christ 
with His Church must be duplicated at 
the practical family level. Avowals of 
love must be matched by labors of love 
which “bring home the bacon.” To 


“deny” the faith means to run counter

to the Christian virtue which springs 
from unfeigned trust in Christ. Even 
pagans demand that parents support 
their families. How much more do 
Christian ethics regard care for one’s 
own relatives as an obvious prerequi- 
site to growth in grace! 


The Heart of the Lesson 


As the Lordship of Jesus Christ is 
recognized in the home, justice, forbear- 
ance, and love will follow. Marital and 
filial ties are sanctified when their un- 
dergirding is genuinely Christian. 

The Lord Jesus gave Himself for His 
heavenly bride. He left the radiant 
glories of His Father’s presence, made 
Himself of no reputation, and humbled 
Himself in incarnation. But more—He 
died the shameful death of the cross. 
He gave Himself completely, sacrifi- 
cially, because His heart was moved by 
deep love. Such selfless love should 
govern the husband’s attitude and con- 
duct toward his wife. She should be his 
Solitary beloved until death do them 
part. 

As the Lord Jesus today is keeping 
His Church pure and holy, cherishing 
and nurturing her in the things of God, 
so the husband must cherish his wife, 
keeping her image in his heart, thought- 
fully providing for her needs. 

And what of the children? 
is still the eternally determinative fac- 
tor. Parents “in the Lord” will not, 
negatively, unduly and irrationally nag 
their bairns; but positively, they will 
concern themselves with their spiritual 
culture and provide for them materi- 
ally. 

And the response? The wife who is 
thus dearly and tenderly loved by her

Topics for Development 

The relationship between faith and 
life. Paul never divorced the two. On 
the contrary he ever taught that doc- 
trine determines duty, creed governs 
conduct, belief directs behavior. Here 
he stresses the importance of intelligent 
faith in Christ in the home. An under- 
standing of, and utter reliance upon the 
Saviour’s marvelous ministry for His 
Church will regulate the daily family 
living. 

Faith is the root and life the fruit. 
Faith is the foundation, and life the 
superstructure. The first step of faith 
is the prerequisite to a walk that honors 
God. ; 


The tenses of salvation. This is a 
fascinating theme. The Lord Jesus died 
for our sins once for all in the past. His 
atoning sacrifice is unique. There is no 
condemnation forever to them who rest 
entirely in the finished work of Christ. 

But our Lord is not an absentee Sav- 
iour who once saved His Church and 
then left her to her own undirected de- 
vices. He is devotedly interested in her 
welfare and concerned for her needs. 
Through the Word, if need be by dis- 
cipline, but always in compassionate 
love, He leads her tenderly on to the 
day of happy reunion at His coming. 
- And what a glorious day that will be! 
In the past He justified His bride; today 
He is sanctifying her; and some bright 
day the clouds of glory will part, the 
Lord Himself will descend from Heaven, 
and He will glorify the one whom 
through the years He has deeply and 
steadfastly loved. 

Nurture and admonition. Discipline 
must be matched by positive instruc- 
tion. And the whole process must be 
“of the Lord.” Note that the word “nur- 
ture” (Eph. 6:4) is translated “chasten- 


ing” in Hebrews 12:7. Discipline is 
nothing soft, timorous, and languid. 
The Bible teaches original sin. Parents 


who are afraid to use stern measures to 
bring about obedience are missing the 
mark. The father who is walking with 
the Lord will not lose his temper, but 
in love take firm and swift action when 
occasion arises, always explaining the 
reason for discipline. 

And the child will quickly learn (1) 
that father still loves him even though 
the immediate emergency seems dis- 
tressing; (2) that father means business; 
(3) that father’s logic is right and his 
own rebelliousness unrewarding to say 
the least. 
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Positive instruction in the things of 
the Lord—the family altar, a happy 
spirit of prayer, praise, and teaching in 
the home—will often eliminate the need 
for sterner and perhaps repressive meas- 
ures. 


Practical Applications 

Get a full-orbed understanding of pre- 
cisely what the Lord Jesus did for your 
soul, what He is doing, and will do. 

If your family altar has broken down, 
repair it. Get out the Bible, place it on 
the dining room table; read from it and 
pray before the children rush away to 
school. Remember each child by name. 
Some day your beloved little ones will 
rise up and call you blessed. 

If every member of the family is daily 
in fellowship with Christ, with no per- 
sonally unconfessed sin between his soul 
and the Saviour, the home will be a 
place of love, justice, and tolerance. Is 
every member of your home yielded to 
the Holy Spirit? 

Marriage must be triangular: the 
man, the woman, and Christ; children, 
parents, and Christ. There is absolutely 
no substitute for this. 


Golden Text 

Phil. 2:4——“Look not ... on his own 
things, but . . . also on the things of 
others.” The emphasis is on focus. The 
believer does not neglect his own affairs, 
but he is ever mindful of the needs and 
comforts of his neighbor. This verse 
_ must be seen in context; it paves the 
way for the great kenosis (“emptying”) 
passage of the New Testament (Phil. 2: 
5-11). Our Saviour set the supreme ex- 
ample of concern for others: for sinners 
desperately in need of redemption.

The Busy Men’s Corner

“Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands .. .” (Eph. 5:22).—Verse 
21 gave us the general exhortation, 
“Submitting yourselves one to another 
in the fear of God.” Here we have the 
special exhortation to wives. They are 
to submit themselves unto their hus- 
bands “as unto the Lord.” It really 
does not make any difference what the 
husband is (1 Pet. 3:1, 2), for the sub- 
mission is “unto the Lord.” 

An unsaved, pleasure-loving husband 
boasted of his wife’s sweet, submissive 
disposition to his worldly companions. 
A wager was made that she would rise 
at midnight and give them a supper 
with cheerfulness. The husband was 
put to the test. He took his companions 
home at that unseemly hour and told 
his wife what they wanted. 

The wife measured up to her hus- 
band’s boast. This amazed the men. 
One of them said to her, “As you are a 
very religious woman, and cannot, there- 
fore, approve of our conduct, allow me 
to ask what can possibly induce you to 
behave with so much kindness to us.” 

She replied: “When I married, my 
husband and I were both unconverted. 
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It has pleased the Lord to save me. My 
husband remains unsaved. I tremble 
for his future state. Were he to die as 
he is, he would be miserable forever. 
I think it my duty before the Lord to 
render his present existence as comfort- 
able as possible.” 

All the men were impressed by the 
remarks, but her husband deeply so. 
“Do you, my dear,” said he, “really 
think I should be eternally miserable? 
I thank you for the warning.” 

It was not long after that that he 
found joy and satisfaction in the Sav- 
iour. 

“Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church .. .” (Eph. 
5:25) —The submissive wife pictures the 
relation of the Church to Christ. Christ 
is the head of the Church, the husband 
is the head of the wife. The loving hus- 
band is typical of the relation of Christ 
to the Church. 

“Does the wife feel that she is being 
severely dealt with? Is more required 
of her in relation to her husband than 
might reasonably be expected? Let her 
listen while her husband is given his 
directions for earthly living by this 
heavenly standard. Let her listen and 
realize that the matter is wholly mutual 
and that the husband has the heavier 
exactions since he stands in the place of 
Christ. Than this, there is nothing 
higher on earth” (Dr. Norman Harrison, 
in “His Very Own.” The Harrison Serv- 
ice, Inc., 3112 Hennepin Ave., Minne- 
apolis 8; $1.25). 

The husband who loves his wife as 
Christ loved the church will manifest 
that love in patient, persevering, self- 
sacrificing service. 

One of the most impressive examples 
of this that I ever heard was related by 
a missionary to India. 

“According to Indian custom, parents 
arranged for a certain Hindu’s wedding 
when he was yet a child, but when 
married he found that his wife was de- 
mented. He took care of her for forty- 
two years. When asked if she could 
ever talk to him, he said she could but 
only in a silly sort of way. He wrote 
to many institutions but could find none 
willing to take his wife, so he had to 
lock her in her room, with ample food 
and water within her reach, while he 
worked all day as a cloth merchant. At 
the close of the day he would cook the 
food for his wife, aged father, and him- 
self, and take care of home chores. 
Many nights he only had an hour’s 
sleep.” 

“_.. Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it” (Eph. 5:25).—From 
this verse and through verse 29, the 
Holy Spirit mentions seven things: (1) 
Christ loved the church; (2) He gave 
Himself for her; (3) He sanctifies her; 
(4) He cleanses her; (5) He nourishes 
her; (6) He cherishes her; (7) He will 
present her to Himself. 

The first two things cause us to look 
back to Calvary, where He loved and 
gave Himself for the Church. The next 
four things cause us to look around and 
observe that He is sanctifying, cleans- 
ing, feeding, and comforting the Church. 





The seventh thing causes us-to look up 
and anticipate His return for His 
Church. 

“Children, obey your parents .. ” 
(Eph. 6:1).—Parents and children would 
do well to read the article entitled, 
“Nine Words That Can Stop Juvenile 
Delinquency,” by Judge Samuel S. Lei- 
bowitz, Senior Judge of Brooklyn’s high- 
est criminal court, which appeared in 
the March number of Reader’s Digest. 
The nine words are, “Put Father back 
at the head of the family.” 

The world has many recipes for lon- 
gevity, but the Apostle Paul reminds 
children of the divine one, “Honour thy 
father and mother . . . that it may be 
well with thee, and thou mayest live 
long on the earth.”

by Sir Thomas Lawrence were hung, one 
each side of a picture of Cologne by 
Turner. The bright sky in this picture 
spoiled the effect of the portraits, and 
Lawrence complained of the position 
given his pictures. No change could 
then be arranged, but the artists were 
permitted to retouch their pictures. 
The morning the exhibition was opened 
a friend of Turner took a group to view 
his “Cologne.” The leader of the group 
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was nonplused to see that his friend's 
picture had lost its splendor. The once 
golden sky was now dull and the glory 
was gone. Seeing Turner nearby, the 
friend said, “What have you done to 
your picture?” The artist replied in a 
whisper, “Oh, poor Lawrence was so un- 
happy! But it’s only lampblack; it'll 
wash off after the exhibition.” 

Thinking not of his own artistry, but 
of the feelings of a fellow artist, Turner 
had put a wash of lampblack over his 
whole sky and spoiled his own picture 
for the time being rather than spoil the 
effect of another’s work. When we 
carry the same consideration for others 
into our homes, we shall have the love 
and the harmony in the family circle 
that should mark every Christian home.

AY, fellows, out of 17 verses ap- 
pointed for the lesson text today, 
only three of them apply specially to a 
teen-ager; but they are packed with 
meaning. And, incidentally, the Apos- 
tle Paul calls attention to the fact that 
the Fifth Commandment is the only one 
of the Ten that is given with a promise 
—the promise of long life. Let us listen 
to him: “Children, obey your parents in 
the Lord: for this is right. Honour thy 
father and mother; which is the first 
commandment with promise; that it 
maybe well with thee, and thou mayest 
live long on the earth” (Eph. 6:1-3). 
Our lesson is concerned with your 
home and family. It is where you be- 
gin your life; and what you think and 
do in these early days has much to con- 
tribute (in good or evil) to your whole 
life. Long after you have finished with 
School and college, and after your par- 
ents have passed on, that early home 
life of yours will be bearing on your 
career, your state of mind, your happi- 
hess, or your distress, according as you 
have spent it. 

The promise to which Paul refers is 
for long life. The Commandment, re- 
corded in Exodus 20:12, reads, “Honour 
thy father and thy mother: that thy 
days may be long upon the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee.” Long 
life is a great boon if it is a happy life; 
but do you know, fellows, it cannot be 
happy if there is memory of dishonor- 
ing your parents. How does a fellow 
dishonor his parents? Well, the most 
common way is in disobedience—when 
a boy loses sight of the fact that his 
Parents are much wiser than he, and 
makes decisions for himself contrary to 
their wishes. This grieves parents and 
in some cases shortens their lives. And 
oh, how glad they are when you take 
them into your confidence and follow 
their advice! That goes far toward 
making a happy home and happy mem- 
ories, and you will always look back to 
it with pleasure. Also, it will save you 
from making some unfortunate mistakes 
—mistakes that could shorten your life. 
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That is part of the meaning of me prom- 
ise of long life. 

If you want to be absolutely sure and 
safe in the matter, ask God for Christ’s 
sake to guide you in it. If you are a 
Christian, if you have surrendered your 
heart to Jesus Christ and are depending 
on Him for counsel, you will'do what is 
right; you will make your parents 
happy and you will have deep satisfac- 
tion in your own mind and heart.

ET us repeat Psalm 19:1-5 and then 
learn verse 6: “His going forth is 
from the end of the heaven, and his cir- 
cuit unto the ends of it: and there is 
nothing hid from the heat thereof.” As 
we learned last week, the sun goes forth 
on its circuit like a strong man begin- 
ning a race. The sun is the greatest 
source of blessing and power that we on 
our earth know, yet it is only one of the 
countless servants of our great Creator. 
‘Our lesson today is about Christian 
conduct in the home. As we read the 
Scriptures let us watch to see how God 
wants us to behave. I knew a boy 
whose favorite verse was, “Fathers, pro- 
voke not your children to wrath.” But 
that verse was addressed to fathers, not 
to him. If he had paid attention to the 
verses on how sons should behave to- 
ward their parents, his father would not 
have been angry with him. 

First, how does God want us to treat 
our parents? Turn to Proverbs 6: 20-23. 
God wants children to pay attention to 
the words of their parents. I know chil- 
dren who pay no more attention to the 
words of their parents than they would 
to the barking of a dog! No Christian 
should be guilty of inattention when his 
parents speak to him. Our parents have 
lived many years longer than we have, 
and must know more than we do, unless 
we expect that we shall know less than 
we do now in twenty or thirty years 
more. Whether we believe that they 
know more than we do or not, God 
commands us to pay attention to their 
words. 

Turn to Ephesians 5:21-31, and we 
will read these verses responsively. 
This is God’s order for a happy family. 
We cannot spend much time on these 
verses today because we are thinking 
especially about how we should act at 
home. But if you expect to become a 
wife and mother some day, do study 
this passage—not to see how your hus- 
band should treat you, but to see how 
you should treat him. 

Now let us read Ephesians 6:1-4. We 
are to do what our parents say, do it 
cheerfully, and always speak respect- 
fully to them. Notice the promise at- 
tached. 

Turn next to 1 Timothy 5;8. This is 
especially addressed to fathers, but it 
suggests that if we fail to carry our 
responsibilities, or fail to act as a Chris- 
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tian should, we “deny the faith” and are 
worse than infidels. 

How shall we treat our brothers and 
sisters? Read Mark 10:12-16 to see how 
the Lord Jesus blessed the little ones. 
We all love them, but sometimes car- 
ing for them interrupts what we are do- 
ing. Let us remember that when the 
disciples rebuked those that brought in- 
fants to Jesus, He was much displeased. 
He took them up in His arms, put His 
hands on them, and blessed them. If we 
are too busy to care for the little ones, 
we are too busy. 

Our last Scripture today is the Golden 
Text, Philippians 2:4: “Look not every 
man on his own things, but every man 
also on the things of others.” Doing as 
this verse says would eliminate most 
quarrels between brothers and sisters. 
Most of us do not mean to be selfish or 
unkind. But often we are so busy try- 
ing to get what we want, and to do the 
things that we want to do, that we are 
inconsiderate of a brother or sister 
without meaning to be. Instead of just 
thinking of our own desires, let us find 
out the things that our brothers and 
sisters want to do or to get, and, if their 
wishes are not wrong, let us help them 
achieve what they want, too.

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The family circle should co-operate 
with one another, rather than compete 
with one another. And often when you 
try to help a brother or sister this way, 
you will find that he will reciprocate by 
trying to help you with your project, 
But even if he is not moved to co-opera- 
tion and kindness, then obey Ephesians 
4:32 and you will have the Lord’s smile 
of approval upon you. 

There is no happier place on earth 
than a home where the children respect 
and obey their parents and love and 
help one another; all the family is 
bound together by the love of Christ as 
well as by natural affection.

My Own Family 
(Eph. 6:1, 2; Mark 10:13-16) 


N ADULT class and a Primary class 

might co-operate with the Juniors, 
and, after five or ten minutes of discus- 
sion, send their reports: “Ways in which 
Juniors are unfair to us parents”; “Ways 
in which Juniors are unfair to us little 
children.” The Juniors could recipro- 
cate with: “Ways parents are unfair to 
us children”; “Ways little children are 
unfair to us.” The remainder of the 
period could be spent in evaluating 
these criticisms and seeing what God 
has to say. Or invite several parents, 
preferably not those of your pupils so 
there will be nothing personal, to be 
present in class and give their com- 
plaints. 

Parents are likely to mention: the 
Juniors’ not appreciating what is done 
for them; disobeying; frequent quarrel- 
ing. Younger children may mention: 
the Juniors won’t let us play with them; 
they pick on us and boss us around; 
they won’t help us when we ask them. 
Juniors may complain about parents: 
make us work too hard; are cross and 
scold us too much; won’t let us do what 
we want to. They may complain about 
little children: always bothering us to 
do something for them; taking our 
things or breaking them. 

In regard to parents’ complaint about 
lack of appreciation and the child’s com- 
plaint about too much work, have pupils 
name things parents do for them. Sug- 
gest that on Monday each child get up 
when Mother does, watch her during 
the day, and make a list of all the work 
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she does with a check mark against 
everything she does for him, also a list 
of the work he does with a check mark 
against the things he does for Mother. 
Scripture: Exodus 20:12; 1 Timothy 5:8. 
Respect and running errands for grand- 
parents may be covered by Leviticus 
19:32, should that subject come up. 

Help the children to understand that 
obedience is for their own safety and 
, good at all times, not merely for their 
parents’ advantage, and that it is pleas- 
ing to God (Prov. 6: 20-23; Eph. 6:1, the 
Memory Verse; Col. 3:20). Parents and 
children do not always understand each 
other. That happened in the Lord Je- 
sus’ family, but He obeyed just the same 
(Luke 2:48-51). The Bible supplies 
warnings if needed (Exod. 21:17; Deut. 
21:18-21; 27:16), and the daily paper 
supplies illustrations. 

As for the little children, the disciples 
thought that their mothers should not 
let them bother the busy Lord Jesus, but 
He took time for them, to love them and 
bless them. He said they belonged in 
His family, and the bigger ones should 
be like them in love and trust (Mark 
10:13-16). We, too, should give them 
some of our time, and love them and 
help them. Get them interested in 
something so you can have some time 
for your work, and be patient with 
them, just as older folks have to be 
with you. It is not fair to push little 
children around and always get your 
own way because you are bigger and 
stronger than they (Rom. 15:1-3). And 
as for quarreling, here are some cures 
(Rom. 12:18; Eph. 5:21; Phil. 2:14; Col. 
3:13). 

In conclusion help the children to 
play fair at home by agreeing on at 
least one definite step in improving 
their conduct toward their parents and 
toward smaller children at home. Per- 
haps each one will make a complaint 
box with a hole in the cover through 
which slips of paper bearing complaints’ 
of unfairness may be dtopped—com- 
plaints against the Junior by the rest of 
his family. Show such a box prepared, 
write a slip, and put it in. At bedtime 
he will take out the slips, think them 
over, pray about them, and see what he 
can do to play fairer at home. This 
might be a family project if all were 
willing to co-operate, and the complaint 
box might be opened at family devo- 
tions, and complaints be considered by 
all.

ECAUSE the Lord Jesus had a body 

like your father’s, He sometimes be- 
fame very tired. He was ever busy 
teaching and preaching not only to the 
few, but to the great crowds that fol- 
lowed Him. Once when He was espe- 
tially tired, He tried to get away from 
the multitudes that followed Him, per- 
laps for a little rest—or maybe for a 
time to be alone to pray to His Father 
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in Heaven. So eager were the people to 
hear Him and to be healed by Him 

(Matt. 19:2), that great multitudes fol- 
lowed Him. Marty who did not believe 
Him to be the Son of God (the Phari- 
sees) also went after Him. 

Not alone did grown people follow 
Him; they brought with them little chil- 
dren (v. 13). They wanted the Lord 
Jesus to put His hands on them and to 
pray. We are told that the people “kept 
bringing” the children to the’ Son of 
God. There must have been a steady 
stream of them! (Such is the tense of 
the verb. Incidentally, Teacher, you 
would do well to invest in “The Gospels 
—An Expanded Translation,” by Dr. 
Kenneth S. Wuest (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $3.50). 
You will enjoy reading this in your pri- 
vate devotions and will find it most 
helpful—as does this writer—for a ref- 
erence book.) You would suppose that 
the disciples of the Lord Jesus would 
have been delighted that little children 
were being brought to God the Son. In- 
stead, they “kept on rebuking them un- 
justly and without effect” (Wuest) . 

The Lord Jesus saw what was hap- 
pening and He “became indignant, and 
said to them, ‘Be permitting the little 
children to come to me. Stop prevent- 
ing them, for of such ones is the king- 
dom of God’” (Mark 10:14, Wuest). 
Not often did the Lord Jesus become 
angry. But this time—and always, 
when anyone tries to keep someone 
away from Him—His anger was aroused. 
He wants everyone to come to Him. 
Imagine then, His disciples who knew 
Him and had been with Him, trying to 
keep the little children away from Him! 
They probably thought that the Lord 
Jesus, the Son of God, had time only for 
grown-ups. How wrong they were! 

The Saviour gave the disciples that 
day a great big sermon in only a very 
few words: “Whoever does not receive 
the kingdom of God, in the same man- 
ner as a little child, will positively not 
enter it” (v. 15). Knowing the hearts 
of the children as He did, the Lord Je- 
sus knew that they would truly trust 
Him to be God’s Son who alone could 
and would forgive sin. He knew (what 
grown people have only recently come 
to realize) that children should be

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taught the most important things when 
they are little. 

The Lord Jesus in that long-ago day 
there by the river’s edge wanted His 
disciples and the other people to know— 
He wants grown-ups today to know— 
that if ever anyone is to be born into 
God's family, he will have to have the 
same faith in Him that a little boy or 
girl has. These, He said, believed in 
Him with all their hearts. Big people 
would likewise have to believe in Him 
with all their hearts. As a tiny baby 
is helpless in its mother’s arms, so those 
who come to the Saviour are helpless in 
themselves. Their salvation can be 
possible only by the work of another— 
the Son of God. 

For such love as the Lord Jésus has 
shown to children, much love should be 
shown to Him by the children. One of 
the very real ways that children can 
show that they love the Saviour, whom 
they have not seen, is by loving, obey- 
ing, and honoring their parents, whom 
they have seen. This is God’s command 
(Eph. 6:1, 2). Only as we obey it can 
we be truly happy and truly pleasing to 
our loving Heavenly Father.

A Bride for His Son. By Thomas A. 
Lambie, M.D. (Loizeaux Bros., Inc., New 
York 10; $2.50.) It was close by the Gar- 
den Tomb near Jerusalem, in 1954, that 
Dr. Lambie went to be.with the Lord, 
and the last manuscript on which he 
was then laboring was this devotional 
classic. ‘In it, the reader visits first the 
Haran bride who sweetly vowed, “I will 
go,” and next the threshing floors of 
Gideon and Auranah, learning how men 
thresh grain while God threshes men. 
Lamps, pitchers, and a barley loaf take 
their turn at being teachers, as do also 
the Palestinian trees—the pomegranate, 
cedar, olive, fig, and oak. Then there 
are things to learn from wells, caves, 
and walls, from the perfect Lamb and 
the Root out of a dry ground. To all of 
these, Dr. Lambie gives a background 
of first-hand observation and illustra- 
tive adornment from his own rich ex- 
perience. That he was a sincere student 
of prophecy is seen in his message, 
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“When the Mount of Olives Is Cleft,” 
which pictures the future earthquake, 
the resultant new river’s flow, and also 
the drainage and purification of the 
Dead Sea. The preface traces Dr. Lam- 
bie’s earlier work in Africa, and de- 
scribes his last accomplishment, the 
Berachah Sanitorium and Rest Home 
in Arab-controlled Jordan. 


Little Visits With God. By Allan 
Hart Jahsmann and Martin P. Simon. 
(Concordia Pub. House, St. Louis 18; 
$3.) In this 287-page book are more 
than two hundred family worship pro- 
grams planned with the child in mind. 
Each program consists of a Bible verse 
for memorizing, a story, a passage of 
Scripture for the older children and 
grownups, and a suggested prayer. Many 
of the devotions explain clearly and 
simply the way of salvation and many 
deal with practical problems of the fam- 
ily and every-day living. Older children 
and adults, as well as the younger mem- 
bers of the family, will be interested 
and helped by the stories. Some of the 
titles of these family devotions are: 
“What Jesus Made,” “Service With a 
Smile,” “Singing Praises to God,” “How 
To Keep From Doing Wrong,” “Where 
Sins Come From,” “God Watches Over 
Us,” “The Soft Answer,” “How God For- 
gives Sin,” “The Riches of God,” “Why 
Jesus Gave His Life Away,” and “Are 
You a Liar?” 


His in . . . Mind and Heart. By Nor- 
man B. Harrison, D.D. (The Harrison 
Service, Inc., 3112 Hennepin Ave., Min- 
neapolis 8; $1.) In his usual manner, Dr. 
Harrison has given us an unusual book. 
The writer deals with that which he 
calls “two areas of ignorance,” namely, 
men and God. He presents the Bible as 
the only true psychology and encour- 
ages men to know God—to know God 
as planner and provider of earth’s re- 
sources and for man’s daily necessities; 
to know God as partner. Dr. Harrison 
endeavors to bring to his readers an 
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understanding of human nature and its 
problems, and he exhorts men to appro- 
priate God’s redemptive plan in Christ 
to the complete solution of that prob- 
lem. Part two of the book takes us into 
some of Paul’s Epistles and points out 
the true psychology inherent in the 
Christ-controlled life. Be sure to have 
this book in your library. 


Small Giant. By Phyllis Woodruff 
Sapp. (Zondervan Pub. House, Grand 
Rapids 6, Mich., $3.) Phil Sanders, winner 


in speech contests, was about to begin: 


his career as an attorney by delivering 
his master address before a men’s sup- 
per club. The subject was: “On Trial: 
The Golden Rule,” and the speech 
pleased the crowd. Phil’s life had been 
hard, his father had been killed by a 
drunken driver when Phil was only 
thirteen, and he and his mother had had 
a difficult time financially. Now he was 
offered the job of assistant to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and the future looked 
rosy, especially as the D. A. had a very 
attractive daughter. Several “honky- 
tonks” on the edge of town were sus- 
pected of getting young people addicted 
to liquor and dope, and Phil suggested 
that the church ought to plan a more 
attractive and wholesome social life for 
young people. He was then requested to 
lead this movement. A terrible fire 
burned down one of the questionable 
places, taking the lives of a number of 
young people, and Phil was stirred to 
action. With a frienti and two officers 
he raided another of the “honky-tonks” 
and discovered bootleg whisky and 
boxes of dope. An attack on Phil San- 
ders follows. When he recovered con- 
sciousness, he was blindfolded and tied, 
and held a prisoner for several days. 
The story is somewhat sensational and 
highly emotional, but ends happily.

had an interest, she was on their plane, 
touching them from the start at a point 
of personal sympathy.

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is canvassing a neighborhood in the 
hope of awakening an interest in Sun- 
day school work by first winning the 
interest of all in himself as a Sunday 
school worker. Either of these workers 
knows enough to study carefully those 
in whom he would show an interest, in- 
stead of resting on his personal expe- 
rience as a means of judging their per- 
sonal feelings. And this was Paul’s 
-way, indeed, of studying the Isthmian 
games at Corinth, and the armor and 
the manner of the Roman soldier at 
Rome, in order to make an evangelistic 
use of figures of speech which would 
have a force in the heathen mind be- 
yond any of the figures Paul had 
learned in the school of Gamaliel. 

This, again, is the way of some who 
are counted peculiarly easy in their 
manner of adapting themselves to all 
whom they meet, but who-have won 
their power by hard work, against their 
natural inclinations, and who retain that 
power only by continued effort in its 
timely exercise. They have studied 
womanly methods of thought and feel- 
ing, as over against the manly methods, 
by the reading of the best’ portraitures 
of woman by various women writers as 
well as those by men. They have 
watched the ways of children as chil- 
dren, in order to understand children, 
and to adapt themselves intelligently to 
children. They have informed them- 
selves, from time to time, of the differ- 
ent subjects of society conversation, or 
of the more prominent themes of gen- 
eral popular interest, outside of their 
own sphere of personal life; and 
whether they find themselves at a sum- 
mer resort, or at a church sociable, or 
at a market place, they deliberately 
consider their companions of the hour, 
and adapt their conversation to them, 
as if they were doing it spontaneously. 

Nor are these men mere society lovers, 
or seekers after the reputation of uni- 
versal friendliness. Often it is by a 
mental wrench that they break away 
from their personal absorption in con- 
genial thought or occupation, and strive 
unselfishly to conform themselves to the 
tastes and needs of others as a means of 
well-doing in the world. And if they 
are thus all things to all, in order that 
they may by all things rightly represent 
their Master, and win to His loving serv- 
ice, they. are more than justified in 
this endeavor to have and to show a 
kindly interest in their fellows. 

An experienced army chaplain used 
to say that when he could get a soldier 
to bring out from his knapsack his little 
Photograph album, and show the pic- 
tures of mother or sister, of wife or 
child, he felt sure of him. The chap- 
lain’s interest in the soldier had then 
an opportunity of showing itself be- 
yond mistake. And this is a truth that 
Tuns through every sphere of social in- 
tercourse. In order to show your inter- 
est effectively in another, you must 
Show your interest in what that other

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has to say about himself, or about that 
which already has an interest to him. 

If, indeed, we were influenced by self- 
ish considerations only, we should do 
wisely by having a constant care to 
show a kin interest in others; for if 
we show no interest in others, others 
will have no interest in us;-and by 
showing an interest in others we win 
the interest of others in ourselves. But 
apart from all selfish considerations, it 
is our duty to have and to show an in- 
terest in others;.and this duty, like ev- 
ery other duty, calls for self-forgetful- 
ness, for careful study, and for hard 
and persistent endeavor.

NE evening at supper, Hugh was 
unusually quiet and thoughtful. \At 
last his father said to him: “What’s the 
trouble, Hugh?

“At school today, Daddy, the teacher 
said that the Bible was just an ordinary 
book, written by men, like any other 
book; and after school we all talked 
about it, and one of the boys said that 
his father told him that Moses couldn’t 
have written Genesis and Exodus and 
those other books, because he didn’t 
know how to write.” 

“Yes, Daddy,” interrupted Mary, “they 
often talk like that; and one of them 
said that, anyway, they didn’t have any 
paper to write on, so they couldn’t have 
written it, even if they knew how to 
write. I do wish, Daddy, that you'd tell 
us how the Bible was written, and how 
we came to get it. I know what they 
say isn’t right, but still it bothers me. 
I can’t answer them, and neither can 
Hugh.” 

“Well, Mary, I think that’s a good 
idea of yours, and I will try to tell you 
a little of how we got our Bible, for you 
ought to know; but it’s much too big a 
subject for one evening. Suppose we 
talk first about the question of the pa- 
per, and then if we have time we'll talk 
about the writing.” 

Hugh and Mary both answered to- 
gether, “Oh, please do! We'd just love 
to hear!” 

“Well, first of all, before we talk about 
the paper and the writing, let me re- 
mind you that when the Lord Jesus was 
here on earth, there was no New Testa- 
ment—oniy the Old Testament—and 
that was the whole Bible of the people 
who lived then.

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good paper, too. You remember how 
the River Nile flows through Egypt; 
well, at the sides of the river, and in 
other swampy places, there were reeds 
and rushes growing, called papyrus. 
The people of Egypt used to take the 
inner part of these reeds and dry it in 
strips. Then they put these strips side 
by side, and put other strips crosswise 
on them, and pasted them all together. 
This made a sheet of paper. They 
would then paste these sheets together, 
end to end, and make a long strip of 
paper, for they did hot have books, as 
we have, with pages in them, bound 
with a cover. Then they rolled these 
long strips of paper on a roller. They 
wrote in columns, and they would read 
down one column, and then unroll the 
roll a little more to get the next column, 
and so on.” 

“Do you remember, Daddy, only last 
night you were reading in Jeremiah 
about the ‘roll of a book,’ and how the 
man read three or four leaves to the 
king, and then the wicked king burned 
it, after cutting it up with his penknife. 
I couldn’t think what it meant, for it 
kept speaking about the roll, and yet 
it spoke about the leaves.” 

“T think, Hugh, the three or fogr leaves 
meant three or four columns of the roll. 
But do you remember what the Lord 
thought about his treating His Word in 
that way?”

2. A Realistic Look at Our Prejudices 
(Luke 6:27, 28; 10:25-37)

UR word prejudice comes from two 
roots which mean “to pre-judge,” 

or, in other words, judge ahead of time, 
without having all the facts, or without 
taking all the facts into consideration 
The second Scripture portion chosen for 
this week brings us the Parable of the 
Good Samaritan, in which may be seen 
indirectly a prejudice that the Jews felt 
toward the Samaritans. It was not by 
chance that the Lord Jesus revealed 
that, after the priest and the Levite had 
passed on without giving aid to the man 
who had been beaten and left half dead 
by thieves, it was a Samaritan who 
stopped and dressed the man’s wounds 
and put him upon his own beast of bur- 
den and took him to a place of shelter 
and even provided for his future care. 
The irony of it was that the Jews of our 
Lord’s day hated the Samaritans to such 
a degree that they would have no deal- 
ings with them. In John 4 we learn 
that the disciples were amazed that the 
Lord Jesus would even talk with a Sa- 
maritan woman. Yet here, in this para 
ble, a Samaritan was the only one who 
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had compassion on the needy Jew, and 
his conduct was held up to the Jewish 
lawyer, who had come to question the 
Lord Jesus, as an example of fulfilling 
the law with regard to one’s neighbors.

Now, it should not be lost sight of 
that originally there was some justifica- 
tion for the Jews separating themselves 
from the Samaritans. The Samaritans 
were a hybrid race. When the Assyr- 
ians overran the Northern Kingdom of 
Israel, about 722 B.C., they carried away 
many of the people into captivity. But 
they also left a considerable number in 
the land and brought in colonists from 
Babylonia and Hamath and Arabia who 
carried with them their idolatrous prac- 
tices. Many of the Israelites that were 
left in the land intermarried with these 
colonists, which was against the Mosaic 
Law, and what is more, their worship 
became contaminated with idolatry. 
Thus the Jews who later returned to 
Judah under Zerubbabel were justified 
in refusing to join with the Samaritans 
in common worship. They had been 
commanded by God through Moses to 
be separate from idolatrous peoples. 
However, this separation, in the years 


‘that followed, was allowed to grow into 


an unreasonable and blind hatred and 
prejudice. 
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It is easy for us now to see the wrong 
in such a prejudice as had developed 
between these two peoples, but we may 
well examine our own hearts and ask 
ourselves whether or not we are enter- 
taining prejudices today that are 
equally unsupportable. For example, 
are we tempted to consider ourselves 
superior to some individual because we 
have a well-established American an- 
cestry, or because we come from “the 
right side of the tracks,” or because we 
dress a little better than they do? On 
the other hand, it is just as possible to 
permit envy and misunderstanding to 
prejudice us against those who have 
greater material advantages or social 
opportunities than we enjoy. We need 
to be very realistic in examining our- 
selves and to ask God to help us to 
think of others as better than ourselves 
(Phil. 2:3). 

we 


However, we need also to be careful 
in this matter of prejudices not to let 
ourselves be led astray by false senti- 
mentality or false judgment. As sin- 
cere followers of the Lord Jesus Christ 
we have a responsibility to refuse to be 
joined together in Christian work or 
Christian worship with individuals or 
groups who deny the deity of the Lord 
Jesus, the authority and inspiration of 
the Scriptures, and the like. We cannot 
consistently join in prayers to the saints 
and to the Virgin Mary, merely from 
fear that our refusal will be misunder- 
stood as prejudice, or lest we be accused 
of not promoting Christian fellowship. 
We can and should show our love: and 
forbearance to those of other faiths, but 
this does not mean that we should ac- 
cept or concede to their beliefs when 
such beliefs deny the foundational truths 
of the Christian faith, We should not 
join with them in worship in the hope 
that thus they may be convinced of our 
good will or love and understanding.

It is not prejudice when Christian 
young people refuse to choose their close 
friends or their life partners from those 
who do not love the Lord Jesus or who 
give no evidence of any sincere Chris- 
tian faith. God’s Word clearly shows 
that it is wrong to be linked together 
with unbelievers. This does not mean 
that we cannot enter wholeheartedly 
into community activities or enterprises, 
the objectives of which are health im- 
provement, moral betterment, and the 
like, with those who are not Christians, 
but it does mean that we cannot sur- 
render or compromise when any prin- 
ciple of the Christian faith is minimized 
or ignored.
